By these 
means space has been rendorod availablo for now matter, 
and advantage has been taken of it to introduce notioos 
of Chloral, Bromide of Mercury, Iodide of Methyl, 
Bichloride of Methylene, Protoxide of Nitrogen, Sandal- 
wood Oil, Apomorphia, and other new remedies, together 
with extended notices of other medicines, which, though 
not strictly now, have acquired increased importance 
from their claims as therapeutic agonts, having only of 
lato yoars boon fully recognised; such, for example, ax | 
Bromide of Potassium, Calabar Bonn, Carbolic and Sul- 
phurous Acids, Pormanganate of Potash, and the Alkaling — 
Hypophosphites and Hyposulphites. In Part II. space 
hus been found for articles on the Hypodermic and 
Endermic methods of treatment, and to the article Anti- 
dotes has been appended a brief sketch of the most 
approved methods of treatment in casos of poisoning. 

Notwithstanding these and other additions, this Edition, 
as compared with the last, shows a decronse in the | 
number of pages, but it is confidently believed that 
though reduced in bulk it will not be found to have 
lost any portion of its practical utility, the object in 
variably aimed at throughout the compilation of the 
following pages.
